Mr. A. M. Latch- 
ford, seconded by Mr. H, B. Ganton, 
Introduced a motion expressing want 
of confidence in the Government on the 
ground that tlvr<- had i»een flagrant 
violations of the clause in the consti- 
tution renulflng the newly -elected 
executive to state that none of it's 
m-mbirs had be.Tn guilty of paying the 
fees of any member of the Literary and 
Scientific Society. Mr. Latchford 
claimed that the n*w Conservative 
Executive had not signed such A 
statement, and called upon the so- 
ciety to turn such a Government out 
of power. The Liberal motion was 
carried amidst great enthusiasm. But

Tho death is announced of Hr. Regi- 
nald A. D. King, of Wutervllle, Que, 
a McGIII graduate well known in the 
Eastern Townships, where he spent 
a lifetime in practice. Dr. King passed 
away ut "Elinîelgh," his residence in 
Wutervllle, yesterday. 

The lato Dr. King was born in the 
city of Quebec slxly-nino years ago, 
the son of the Rev. •Tilllain K. King, 
an Anglican clergyman. After pars- 
ing through Bishop's College Grammar 
School at Lennoxvllle, he proceeded 
to McGIII, from which he was graduat- 
ed in l»68. with the degree of .M.D., 
t'.M. During the Interval between his 
preparatory school and university edu- 
cation, Mr. King served with the North- 
em forces throughout the American 
Civil War. Later he attended the Mlli- 
tary school at Montreal, and for nn 
extended ppriod was connected with 
the Canadian Vol u steer militia, sorv- 
ing in the Northwest under Viscount 
WolBoloy. Afterwards, he was prin- 
cipal medical officer for many years. 
Dr. King practised previous to hlB re- 
moval to Watcrvllle, at Compton, Que. 

At W'tttervllle he wus chairman of 
the school commissioners, and also 
president of the St. Francis Medlcnl 
Association. 

Me Was twice married, first to Miss 
Alice Shurtleff. and secondly to Mrs, 
A. Gale, of Watervllle. One son Is 
musical critic of the Montreal Star. 

The funeral takes place to-day with 
service at Watervllle and interment &t 
Compton. '

Host natur- 
alists seem to have believed that in- 
sects can smell, hut the idea that the 
sense has It seut in the noslrrls— as 
in the higher anlmals--w as long .ago 
given up. and Ihe varions theories 
offered have located the ulfMtory or-, 
gatis In the throat, the mouth, the I 
fet lers attached to the mouth, and 
especially in the antennae, t.iiaful ex-' 
périment» disproved most of the eld 
theories. It was found. <'or example, 
that antj, heo.s and hornets can smell 
as well without their antennae as 
with them; and spiders, which tan 
certainly smell, have no antennae, 
Searching for certain organs he has 
(.een on spiders, Pr. Mclnto.-Ji wa.s able 
to show their c\irton.e on the legs 
and wings of all Insects examined. Af- 
ter further experiment*. It is conclud- 
ed thai these organs; -which he calls 
olfactory t>ore.s — are ihe real feat of 
odor perception in anl*. oees and horn- 
ets, and not the antennae. The cams 
may be true of all insects.

THE MILITARY HAPPENINGS AT OLD McGILL 



: : War Summary

FRANCE 

One of the niosl important dc\rlopmcnts on the western Iront is 
the renewed advance of the French towards Met/. Reinforcement*. 
ha\e heen hrought up and the French intend to make every effort 
to capture the German stronghold. In the Argonne district severe 
fighting has taken place with slurht successes for the French. In the 
Valley of the Aisne violent artillery combats have taken place. In 
the Vosges two German infantry attacks were repulsed with severe 
losses for the enemy. Around Ypres the enemy have displayed 
considerable activity but were unsuccessful in all their attacks. 

RUSSIA 

The Russian army have so far been able to withstand all the 
German attempts foi a further advance. The Russians have rein- 
forced then lino heavily, especially around Augustowo and Plock 
where severe fighting has taken place. On the left bank of the Vis- 
tula quiet has prevailed. 

AUSTRIA- HUNGARY 

In the Carpathians all indications point to a weakening of the at- 
tacks of the Austro-German forces. Two Russian columns are ap- 
proaching the Ungear Pass and if successful in oatpuring it then 
way into Hungarv w ill be open. Severe attacks have been repulsed 
by the Russian* at Sv uinik and on the Upper San River. The 
Austrian monitors on the Danube are still bombarding Belgrade 
and have done a great deal of damage so far though few people 
have been killed. In Bukcwina Russian detachments have retreat- 
ed over the Pruth. 

ITALY 

h or the last two days northern Italy has been -aflame with the 
desire for war with Austria. Patriotic demonstrations have been 
quelled by the troop? but the agitation still continues. The Italian 
parliament is in session but have taken no -action as yet. 

BRITISH EMPIRE 

The British people as a whole have remained calm under the 
threats of the German blockade which while it has been in effect for 
two days has clone no harm to British shipping. The attempts on 
one neutral vessel were unsuccessful It is stated that Zeppelins are 
taking part in the blockade.
